RESPECTING: 


HOUSES or CORRECTION. 


RULE I. 


RESOLVED,—That each governor of a Houſe cee 


of Correction, ſhall be allowed a ſalary of ( 50, 
per ann.—in conſideration of which, he is to take 
no fee, gratuity, or emolument whatſoever, ariſing 


from, or by means of, his ſituation, (except only 
ſuch a ſhare of the labour of the priſoners, as ſhall
